he readily obeyed :* but before 'he' was twenty:Rods from the 
waterſide, he was ſeized on by two blacks ( or rather Tawny. 
' mores ) andby them haled above half 'a mile up into the Coun- 
try, andthrown with great violence upon his belly, and fo 
- compelled to lye tilFchey ttript him and more company cortiing 

to them, they were {© cager for his poor Canvas apparel, that 
ſome they'tore off, others they cur off, and with that feveral 
preces of his fleſh, tohis intolerable pain ; with theſe ragstfity 
made, little children 'Aprons to cover their Privitics : Linn 
and Wootlen'-being very ſtarce there, The Boatſwain feeing * 
this Fobn Wattr was thus catticd away, was rclolved with h 
other two companions to have him again, or cle to venture 
their lives for him : They arm themſelves; bat whiteft they 
were conſulting what to do, whether to venture on ſhore,” or 
not,” of a ſudden they ' were beſet with about a dozen men in 
feveral Canoes, but they valiantly maintainedtheir boat about 
. the fpace of three hours,' for after two of theirthree Muſquets 
were diſcharged; they. defended" 'themfelves- with their Oats 
ahd-Boat hooks.

About fourtcen days after one of the company fell lick, and in- 
ltead of being Phyſicians to cure him, they, were his Batchers 
to-murther him! They ſerved him as they did the Boatſwain, cut 
off his head, and broiled .and cat up his fleſh and xejoyced ex» 
ceedipgly at this rich banquet. About ten days after.the third 
fell ſick, whom they ſexvedin the ſame manner. - This was no 
| ſmall caute-of ſorrow to the relater : the thoughts of their inhu- 
mane and * :0us atious ſometimes ſurrounded him with 
fears. and ſorrows, hotly cxpeRing totalte of the faid cruelty. 
-Deathdid. not ſeem fo terrible to him as the violent manner of 
it 3 being ett now alone-in a (irange Country, deltituge of 
- friends or acquaintance, or any thing that:might - keep, up his' 
Spirits : die hc would fain, but not by the fiand of-Intidels and 
barbarous Monſters, . But the great God that is molt compaſſio-
